INDIVIDUAL HOG HOUSE. 


A n E x p e r t B reed er’* P lan F o r H ou sin g 
Sw ine. 
A practical breeder says in regard to 
the housing of swine: The ideal of 
most men who grow hogs regularly 
and to the capacity of their farms is a 
large house that will accommodate all 
their sows at once. 
A majority of 
growers never reach this ideal. 
Those 
w ho do more often thun otherwise tind 
out that they have made a mistake in 
building their ideal. 
I think that the 
construction of individual bouse* will 
prove very serviceable to the ordinary 
breeder. 
This house is 5Vy by ti feet 
inside, ti feet high in front and 2H 
feet at the back. 
It is roofed with 
shingles and Is built for the front to 
Im* toward the soul Ii. 
There is as lit­ 
tle timber used as |mssible for fram­ 
ing purposes. 
Tile sills are cut from 
•J by ti inch stuff, two of them ti feet 
long aud two f» feet 2 inches and sp!kill 
together so that the frame will Im* 5 U 
by t; feet.

TUC Wisconsin byd rosin tic cream bal 
alice is a new Invention Just produced 
at the University of Wisconsin dairy 
school by members of the agricultural 
experiment station force, w hich meets 
a long recognized need for a simple, 
inexpensive 
and 
accurate device tc 
weigh the cream in the Babcock test 
Im it ties. 
Accurate balances of a deli 
cate construction have been made be­ 
fore. tiut they are far too expensive 
for the ordinary farm and dairy uses. 
There are also cheap scales, but these 
are Inaccurate. 
The first mode! of this 
new balance, the first cheap and accu 
rate Instrument of the sort, is on exhi 
billon at the national dairy show as 
a part of the exhibit of the dairy de 
part merit of the College of Agriculture. 
The hydrostatic balance consists of a 
brass float specially devised on the 
lines of a hydrometer to float in a 
cylinder of water in a vertical position. 
This supiiorts a small 
platform, on 
which are placed a cream bottle and a 
nine gram 
weight. 
Small one-tentb 
gram weights are added until the float 
sinks to a line 011 the spindle support­ 
ing 
the 
platform. 
The

weight is then removed, causing the 
float to rise again.

Every dairy farm should be well sup­ 
plied with pure water. 
It may come 
from a well or a cistern, whore the 
country is level, and in hill countries 
the water may often be brought in 
gravity pijies from the spring to the 
bouse and barn.

and it is easy to carry the water to 
any point desired in the house or other 
place if only you have a good spring on 
a higher level.

R 
AISING d raft horses is one of 
the most profitable branches 
9 of live stock farming. 
It can 
bt* carried on to good advan­ 
tage in connection with general farm ­ 
ing, since the brood m ares can be 
us (si for field work. 
Five or six brood 
m ares will easily do all the work on 
a q u a rte r section. 
In this way they 
will pay for their feed and care, leav­ 
ing the colts for profit. 
In selecting m ares from which to 
raise d ra ft colts size is an im portant 
consideration. 
A horse has to weigh 
at least I.COO (Mtunds to come in the 
d ra ft class. 
Every pound th at he 
weighs over th a t will add a t least 25 
cents to his value. 
Judging Draft Horses. 
A fter size the next point to consid­ 
er is appearance. A d raft m are should 
Im* 
wide, 
deep 
and 
massive. 
She 
should be fairly low set, but not so 
short legged th at she cannot move 
well. 
She should be sym m etrical— 
that is, all parts in proper relation to 
each other. 
Together with these other points 
should come d ra ft conformation. 
The 
head should Im* of fair size, clean cut, 
w ith the face slightly dished and the 
eyes large, bright and expressive. 
A 
small “pony” head is very undesir­ 
able. 
A d ra ft hors** with too much 
neck is seldom found, though over­ 
short necks are rath er common. 
The

neck should be full as well as long. 
The neck of a m are should not show 
any tendency to the crest that m arks 
the stallion. 
Masculine characters in 
a m are or feminine characters in a 
stallion indicate that they will not 
jwake reliable or prepoteut breeding 
animal*' 
The shoulder should be neither too 
straig h t nor too sloping. 
A straight 
shoulder interferes with action and is 
usually associated with a stubby pas­ 
tern and generally with a long back 
as well. 
In light horses the more slop­ 
ing the shoulder the better, since this 
youforuiatiou is favorable to long or 
high action. 
In d raft horses too slop­ 
ing a shoulder brings the point of d ra ft 
too high and may even cause the collar 
to slip up and choke the anim al. 
The 
face of the shoulder should be broad 
to give a good bearing surface for the 
collar. The top of the shoulder should 
uot be opeu or coarse and should blend 
well Into the back. 
The back of the d ra ft horse should 
be as short as possible from the top of 
the shoulders to the hips. 
A short 
coupled, com pact horse can handle 
himself better than one with a long, 
loose coupled aud often swayed back. 
The ribs should be well sprung, long 
and close together. T he space between 
the last rib and the tM*lvic bone should 
not be over three or four inches. 
The 
loin should Im? wide and heavily m us­ 
cled. 
The region from the hips back, 
called the croup, should be broad, long 
and not too sloping. 
It is the hind 
q u arters th at furnish the propelling 
power, and size and m assiveness here 
ar** all im portant points. 
The thighs 
should be heavily muscled both inside 
and out and should l>e broad when 
viewed from the side. 
The muscling 
on the inside of the thighs should ex­ 
tend well down. 
Next in imjM»rtance is ^constitution. 
Tills is indicated by a deep, wide chest, 
a full fore flank, large nostrils and a 
deep barrel. A horse th at is tucked up 
in the hind flank tires easily and can­ 
not In* kept up in flesh when at work. 
T h is is an especially bad fault in 
bn kkI mares. 
Quality is very im portant, as it indi­ 
cates endurance or staying power. 
A 
small horse of good quality will do 
more work than a coarse, loosely put 
together animal 500 pounds heavier. 
Quality is indicated by a fairly thin, 
pliable s';in; fine, glossy hair; clean­ 
n ess of head and clean legs. 
The ten­ 
dons at the back of the legs should 
stand out clearly, giving the canon a 
fl it appearance. 
There should Im* as 
little meatiness as possible at the hock 
and 
lietween 
the tendons and 
the 
canon bone. 
The hoof should Im* of 
dense, hard horn, and in hairy legged 
breeds the feather should Im* fine and 
silky. 
The-e is an old saying, ‘‘No foot, no 
horse.” 
The feet and legs are very 
Important, since they must do the pro­ 
pelling and receive all the hard knocks 
of heavy service. 
The forearm and 
gnskfn should Im* heavily muscled. The 
muscles Hi these regions cannot be 
easily covered with fat. so their size Is 
an Indication of the anim al's muscling 
throughout. 
The forearm and gaskin 


he can use more roughage and lea® 
grain. 
Never feed horses dusty hay 
or straw , as it will ruin their wind. 
Horses should have plenty of water. 
They will stand the work a great deal 
better in w arm w eather if they are 
giveu w ater in the middle of the fore­ 
noon and afternoon. 
If they are to be 
kept at work they may be given all 
the w ater they want, but care should 
Im* taken not to fill a w arm horse up 
with cold w ater and then let him stand 
and co**I off rapidly. 
It is an excellent plan to have a 
yard near the baru into which the 
horses can Im* turned after tb e ^ h u v e 
had their supper. They can rTT, and 
drink and. if the yard is large enough, 
find a little grass. 
They will feel a 
great deal better in the morning than 
if kept in the barn all night. 


Care at Foaling Time. 
The m are may Im* safely worked up 
to within ten days of foaling. 
In fact, 
light work is better for her than idle­ 
ness would bp. 
A inure heavy in foa’ 
should not Im? required to back, how 
ever, nor to exert h erself too much in 
pulling heavy loads. 
W orking in the 
in c l is also bad for ber aud lf kept up 
for any length of tim e is likely to 
»aas** abortion. 
The 
surest 
indication of the ap­ 
prox h of foaling time is the appear­ 
ance of wax on the teats, which oc- 
•urs about three days before p artu ri­ 
tion. 
At tills tim e the f****d should be 
red in <*d iii am ount and a w arm brail 
m ash given at night. 
The addition of 
a little oilmeul will clean out tile in­ 
testines and makes foaling easy. 
For 
several days previous to foaling the 
nan* should be kept in a box stall, so 
• h ’t she may become accustomed to 
the m w location. Some one should be 
it hand when th e colt is born to give 
as I tan ce if necessary. 
I><> not both­ 
ie the m are unless it is absolutely nec- 
«aviary, however. 
A i 
M»n as the colt is born the navel 
old should Im? tied tightly, about two 
Indies from the body, with a string 
which has Ih**»ii soaked in some disin­ 
fecting solution. 
The cord should i*e 
cut just U*low the (stint where it is 
tied and the rem aining portion wet 
with some of the disinfecting solution. 
The udder of the m are should als** be 
washed with the sam e solution. 
At­ 
tention to these details will do much 
to prevent the attack of scours and 
joint ill which so often proves fatal 
to young colts. 
Do not be in too big a hurry to get 
the m are on feed a fte r foaling. 
A lit­ 
tle laxative feed for the first d ay or 
tw o after foaling is all she needs. 
In 
pasture season the m are and colt may 
Im* turned out on grass for a few days, 
gradually increasing the grain ration 
at the sam e time. 
In case work is 
pressing the mare may Im* put to work 
in tw o or three days after foaling, bet 
two precautions must be strictly ad­ 
hered to —first, do not allow the colt 
to follow the m are In the field, ex­ 
hausting his pony strength in fighting 
lites aud following his m other up and 
down the rough furrow s; second, do 
not allow the colt to suck while the 
m are is very warm. 
He will be hun­ 
gry when his m other comes from the 
field and anxious to satisfy his appe­ 
tite at once, but a little wholesome re­ 
straint at this tim e will teach him a 
lesson that he must learn some tim e— 
that his m aster’s will is superior to his 
own. 
Care of the Colt. 
In tw o or three weeks the colt will 
begin to nibble at the bay in his m oth­ 
er's manger, and if given a feed box of 
bis own out of reach of the other 
horses he will soon learn to eat oats. 
Ile can Im* turned out in the pasture 
w ith his mother when sh** is not busy, 
md after awhile, if the pasture is
